In the present article I propose to | 
speak of Charity Organization as It | 
I* call**!— not so much in itself as it J 
its connection with that entire reor- . 
aanization of our social efforts, and { 
our social life that seems to he a ne- ! 
cessiiy of the present. We all know 1 
from the newspapers of this last sttni-t 
mor. that the huslness men of Mont- 
real are just at the point Of actually 
(Vying to organize, and 10 unify, the 
entire charity work or the city. They 
are sick and tired of the chaotic efforts 
and appeals of which we have been for 
no lone the victims and the slaves. 

1 have already spoken of the exist- 
ing Bureau of Associated Charities 
of Montreal, and of the diagnosis of 
its director of the more outstanding 
causés of the annual poverty ami dis- 
tress of our city, as indicative of the 
need, not so much of mere telief, as 
of the production of men and women 
who will work Intelligently at family 
nd social "rehabilitation." 
The history of charity and Its lné- 
hoda is. of course, the history of civ- 
lization, just as is the history of jus- 
ice, or the history of freedom. But 
for 'our present purposes we need not 
an farther back thnu the rise of what 
we call the lai ce city of modem limes, 
with its aggregation of toilers and suf- 
ferers ,of rich and poor of the "lapsed 
nasses"— the helpless, the weak, the 
\iclous, the degenerate! In ancient 
lines the chief foes that threatened a 
city were the foes without the gates; 
w hile In modern times (apart from the 
Huns of to-day) the chief forces that 
hreaten cities are the discontent, the 
ptrwrtty.-the vice, the materialism, 
ibe crime, the degeneration, tho evil 
forces within their gates. 

Legal relief, on this continent, six- 
ty or seventy year* ago, consisted of 
outdoor" relief and "indoor" relief, 
as they are called. The latter, Indoor 
relief, is "instltutionar relief, the re- 
ief that the poor and the helpless get 
through being housed In Institutions 
of one "kind or another, the poor- 
house of olden times, the homes for 
the aged, the church homes of one 
kind or another. Indoor relief there- 
fore falls only incidentally within the 
scope of voluntary charity organiza- 
tion efforts. As a subject It Includes 
the whole matter of state, or provin- 
cial, and county, and municipal re- 
lief, the relief provided through taxes 
and public policies. It Includes the 
story of the old English Poor Law (a 
va»t subject) and all the public relief 
that has been attempted on this con- 
tinent aad elsewhere. 

Legal outdoor relief differed very 
much In different communities. In 
some cities like Buffalo, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, appropriations of money 
used to be made for outdoor relief, and 
it* administra tkm did not. escape the 
corruptions of pollUcs, likely voters 
being favoured by politicians and by

Vàncouver, B.C., Nov. 25.— Informa- 
Uon has been received by Mr. and Mrs. 
C. W. Sawyers, 1834 Barclay Street, 
that their youngest son, Major |rasil 
Saweri, MjC. with bar, was again 
wounded on November 2.

campus. McCrimmon entered McGill 
as a double course student In Arts 
and Medicine, and having received his 
degree in the former faculty in April. 
1916, he immediately enlisted In the 
Cyclists' Battalion, going overseas in 
May. . 

Upon his arrival in Prance he was 
transferred to the AWny Cyclist 
Corps, Imperials, with which unit he 
served for 13 months. Iu July, 1917. 
be again returned to the Canadian 
Corps, iatér receiving the position of 
Assistant Chemical Adviser, which 
position he has since that time held. 

In order that our readers, may not 
be misled by this technical 'term, we 
will endeavour to outline the work 
carried on by the Chemical Adviser of 
the Canadian Army, as indicated by 
Lieut. McCrimmon., The Chemical Ad- 
viser is responsible for the operation, 
equipment and training of the Gas 
Corps of the Canadian Army. He 
supervises the equipment of every 
Canadian battalion with -respirators. 
His staff must see that each respira- 
tor fits the man to whom it is issued. 
By exercising this latter precaution, 
the Canadians were Baved thousands of 
casualties. In a gas attack directed 
against the 42nd Highlanders, in which 
over 4,000 gaa shells were released, 
not one casualty due to gassing was 
reported, whilst hundreds of cases 
were sent back from a battalion of 
Imperials near by. 

The training of the Gas Corps and 
their operation against the Hun meant 
much. Counter gas attacks, timed in 
conjunction witn the artillery, had to 
be launched along a 'wide front. The 
manner In which these were made was 
described by Lieut. McCrimmon, as 
follows: 

The old method of releasing gas at 
high pressure from cylinders placed 
in the front trenches, and allowing 
the wind to carry it to Frttx, had been 
abandoned. The gas was projected 
into the Hun lines by means of gas 
shells fired frorh mortars. These 
inortlrs were dug ra as near- the front 
line as the activity of the enemy would 
allow. Hundreds of these mortars 
all along tho line were connected by 
means of electric wires, which led to 
one central position. In this way the 
officer in charge had merely m press 
the button and simultaneously hun- 
dreds of gas Bbells were hurled Into 
the enemy. Thus the work of the 
Chemical Advisery department was
